C aliforn ia R ev en u es. 
W a s h in g to n , November 14th.—The re­ 
port of the Commissioner of Internal Rev­ 
enue, prepared November 1st, lias been 
printed. The statistics showing the gen­ 
eral operations of the bureau for the fiscal 
year ended June ."Oth have already been 
published. The operations of the service 
in California are es follows : Aggregate col­ 
lections for the fiscal year—First District, 
$1,783 -’32 13 ; Fourth District, $2(Hi,89G 71. 
Four illicit stills were seized, o! which one 
was destroyed and three removed, and one 
[lerson arrested. 
The value of property' 
seized for violation of the revenue laws 
was $5,!)30. Am ount of tobacco used, 3,009,­ 
171 pounds ; cigars manufactured, 137,679,­ 
023 ; cigarettes manufactured, 20 500 ; num ­ 
ber 
of 
tobacco 
manufactories in the 
State, 
9, 
using 
141,807 
pounds 
of 
njaterial, 
and 
manufacturing 
117.439 
pounds of tobacco, for which $13,951 52 
worth of stamps were required. The num ­ 
ber of persons who paid special taxes as 
rectifiers, wholesale and retail 
dealers, 
m anufacturers, etc., ot liquors and tobacco, 
was 7,026. Total distilleries operated, 211, 
of which all but one engaged in distilla­ 
tion from fruit. Num ber ot proof gallons 
of spirits rectified, 184,488,350; quantity of 
taxable gallons w ithdraw n from distillery 
warehouse, tax paid. 3,400,836. The fol­ 
lowing statem ent shows the quantity of 
grape brandy placed in special bonded 
warehouses in California, withdrawn there­ 
from and rem aining therein, at the begin­ 
ning and close ot the fiscal year ended 
June 30,1886: Remaining in warehouse 
July 1, 1885, 380,925 gallons ; removed for 
export ana unaccounted for July 1, 1SS6, 
3,317 gallons; total 384,242 gallons. Pro­

for during the year, 1.793 gallons: removed, 
tax paid, during the year, 380,793 gallons ;

30, 1880, 314,374 gallons. Of 329,679 gal­ 
lons of grape brandy bonded during the 
fiscal year, 200.790 gallons were produced 
in the First District and 128,889 in the 
Fourth District. The total product bonded 
was 17,482 gallons more than in the pre­ 
vious year. The am ount removed, 
tax 
paid, was 89,532 gallons more, and the loss 
resulting from regauge, under the Act, was 
3,006 gallons less than in 1885. Of the 
quantify in warehouse June 30, 1886.

First District, and 117,790 gallons in the 
Fourth District. 
N a tio n a l R ev en u es. 
W ashington, 
November 14th. — The 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue lias 
submitted bis annual report to the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury. 
It shows that the 
total receipts from all sources of internal 
revenue taxation for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1886, were .$116,902.869, as com­ 
pared with $112,421,121 for 1885, $121,590,­ 
039 for 1884, $144,553,344 for 1883, and 
$146,523,273 for the year 1882. The state- 
l-ent of withdraws for consumption dur­ 
ing the past year, as compared with the 
preceding year, shows a large increase in 
articles of taxation, except snuff, of which 
there was an increase of $195,747. The 
principal increase was in cigars, cigarettes 
and spirits distilled from grain. The cost 
of collection during the year was $4,299,­ 
485, being a .out 3.6 per cent, of tbeam ount. 
The collections during the previous year 
cost $4,4(5 120, or about 3 9 per cent, of the 
am ount collected. 
The 
receipts 
dur­ 
ing 
the 
first 
three 
m onths of the 
present 
fiscal 
year 
were 
$28,904,904, 
an increase of $230,411 over the receipts 
during the corresponding period of last 
year. The increase was m ainly on tobacco 
and fermented liquors, although there was 
a sm all increase in the receipts from spirits 
distilled from apples, peaches or grapes. 
The principal decrease was in the tax on 
spirits distilled from m aterials other than 
apples, peaches o- grapes, and in the spe­ 
cial relail liquor dealers’ tax. 
It is esti­ 
mated that the sum of $118 000 000 will be 
collected during the current fiscal year from 
the various sources of internal revenue. 
In m aking this estimate Commissioner 
Miller says his office is much embarrassed 
by the pn sence of a new source of revenue, 
oleomargarine, and tiie entire absence ot 
any statistical information as to the quan­ 
tity manufactured, the num ber of factories 
engaged in its production, and the num ber 
of persons or firms engaged in selling the 
same as wholesale and retail dealers. 
7 h e R a b ie s C iy f o r T h e m . 
N ew Y o r k , November Mill.—John Frick, 
of this city, organizer of the Jewelers’ 
Hlaine and I.ogan Club in the last cam­ 
paign. is manufacturing quantities of white 
satin badges, inscribed simply "Jam es G.

N ew Y o e k , November 14th.—The Chi­ 
nese Consul here, becoming interested in a 
recent exposure cl Chinese gambling dens, 
made an investigation which convinced 
him that some fifty men are absorbing bv 
their gambling dens the greater portion of 
the earnings of the Chinese, and that gam­ 
bling is a fruitful source of the poverty 
among them , and the Consul proposes to 
take the m atter before the Mayor, and if 
necessary m ake ellorts to have special laws 
passed to check the evil. 
A ll Oil B u o m . 
New Yohk, November 14th.—Yesterday 
was a day of unusual excitem ent at the 
Petroleum Exchange. Prices advanced Í \ 
cents per barrel, and the total transactions 
for tbe day amounted to nearly 13.000,000 
barrels. 
The Exchange at one tim e re­ 
sembled a loar garden, everybody shouting

The Knights Order the Strikers Rack to 
W ork. 
Chicago. November 14th.—At a meeting 
of the strikers last night a dispatch was 
read by Mr. Barry from Powderly ordering 
the strike oil and the men to return to 
work. The sentim ent of the meeting was 
equally divided, and further action in the 
m atter was postponed until Monday. 
It 
appears that Barry has had the order in 
his possession 
since 
W ednesday. 
He 
claims to have delayed its promulgation 
solely for the purpose’of satisfying him self 
of its authenticity. 
The scene in the meeting when the order 
was read was in m any respects an extra­ 
ordinary one. 
Barry had not finished the 
announcem ent before the assemblage was 
in an uproar. Men rose to their feet and 
shouted that they would not go back ; that 
they would starve before they would sur­ 
render, and that they would have eight 
hours or nothing. 
TROUBLE OVER POWDERLV S ORI-ER. 
Chicago. November 14ih.—The decision 
of the strikers last night, whether or not 
to obey the order of Powderly, led to 
serious complications to-day. Á special 
meeting of the Chicago Trades Assembly 
had some tim e ago been called fur this 
afternoon, Ihe understanding being that 
action would he taken in regard to boy­ 
cotting Arm our. Powderly’s order had 
led m any of the delegates to believe this 
m orning that the object of the meeting had 
been removed, hut President Rowan had 
scarcely rapped the Assembly to order 
when George Schilling, locally prom inent, 
precipitated a general discussion of Pow­ 
derly’s order, the attitude of the strikers, 
and w hat action should be taken. 
It was 
soon developed that there was a very strong 
opposition in the Assembly to obeying 
Powderlv’s order, and strangely enough the 
opposition nearly all came front delegates 
who are K nights of Labor, while those who 
are trade unionists almost unanim ously 
favored obedience, m any of them on the 
ground that discipline ought to be m ain­ 
tained among the Knights, and others on 
the ground that Powderly’s order was tbe 
the only rational thing he could do in the 
premises. Schillingintioduced a resolution 
instructing and empowering the Executive 
Committee of the Trades Assembly, acting 
as a joint committee, to hold themselves in 
readiness, and whenever called upon by 
the Executive Committee of the strikers, to 
investigate 
affairs at 
the 
stock-yards 
and 
act with 
the 
strikers 
and as­ 
sist 
them 
in 
any 
way 
possible. 
This resolution was understood to mean 
that the strikers would not obey Powderly’s 
order, and that the Trades Assembly would 
aid and abet them in disobeying. 
Richard 
Powers, ex-President of 
the 
Seamen’s 
Union, vehemently declared the Powderly 
order 
arbitrary 
and 
dictatorial. 
The 
strikers, the men on the ground, he asserted 
were in the best position to decide on the 
proper course, and they were in favor of 
continuing the strike. 
If any outside 
pressure was brought to bear to enforce the 
order, it would result in a schism in the 
K nights of Labor, the destruction of tnat 
organization in this part of the country, 
and the crippling of its influence through­ 
out the land. It was iu vain that tbe oppo­ 
nents of the resolution pointed out that 
disobedience to Powderly’s order would be 
just as destructive to the Knights. Schil­ 
ling and Powers carried their point. 
The 
Assembly then immediately adjourned. 
The great strike was also the chief topic 
of discussion in the Central Labor Union. 
Resolutions were adopted tendering the 
strikers sym pathy and substantial support. 


TH E POW DERLY ORDER. 
Chicago, November 14th.—The follow­ 
ing is the order to the stockyards strikers 
which has, after being withheld several 
days, been formally promulgated, to take 
effect to-morrow : 
N o v e m b e r tilth . 
To T. B. Barra: In th e circular issue,. March 
13, issfi, was stated the policy of the K nights of 
of I.n b o ro n th e eight-hour question, 'th e circu­ 
lar was lead to and approved by th e G eneral 
Executive Board before it w ent out. It was af­ 
terw ard approved by the entire Order. In op|a>- 
sition to th at circular the m en at the stockyards 
struck for e ig h t hours. The O rderof the K nights 
o f Labor was not brought into controversy, 
hence no action was necessary. 
During the 
session of th - G eneral Assembly th e m en at the 
stockyards struck again, and you w ere sent to 
try and settle the m atter, hut in case of failure 
the Order was not to i«e involved or asked for 
assessments. You settled it by ordering th em en 
buck at the o’d hours, aud w ithout notifying us 
they again struck for eight hours. T h e’ Board 
instructs you aud Carleum (who will be w ith you 
to-day) to settle by putting th e m en back to 
w ork at tbe old hours u ntil Ihe O rder of the 
K nights of Labor takes delinite action on th e 
eight hour question, even if the m en refuse to 
take th eir cDarters. 
We m ust have obedience 
an d discipline.

THE SITUATION LAST NIGHT. 
Chicago, November 14th.—It is now said 
that the radical element of the strikers 
sent a num ber of very severe telegrams 
to-day to Powderly, expressing disgust at 
his interference, and intim ating that he 
had better revoke his m andate and let 
them help themselves. T. B. Barry, ol the 
K nights of I.aborGeneral Executive Board, 
said to day that he believed the men would 
go lo work to-morrow, aud that the strike 
was at an end. 
He had great hopes that 
the non-Unionists would all 
leave the 
packing houses in a short time, ami in this 
way all the striking Knights could obtain 
their old positions. 
This ufternuun he 
visited ail the Assemblies that be could, 
urging them to comply with the order and 
return to work. Returning to his hotel he 
and Mr. Carleton and an another member 
of the Executive Board, had a long inter 
view with the police officials. This was 
said to he towards preserving harm ony 
to morrow and arranging lor the old com­ 
mittees of Knights to as-ist in m aintaining 
order while the men were obtaining their 
(daces. The interview was evidently a 
pleasant one. 
Only two Assemblies of Knights of Labor 
are known to have refused to obey Powder­ 
ly’s order. The first was the coopere, un Jer 
the lead of Master W orkman George Schil­ 
ling. The other refractory Assembly is 
tltat known as a m ixed Assembly, the 
M aster-W orkman of which is M. J. Butler, 
the man who gave the order to strike. 
A meeting of packers and their foremen 
was held to-day at A rm our's to prepare for 
the return of the men to morrow. 
It was 
decided to take things coolly and act slowly 
until matters were moving along satisfac­ 
torily. 
Shortly after the meeting a placard was 
issued headed, "G eneral Orders, No. 1." 
and signed by Sheriff Hanchett. T heorder 
stated that the employes of tbe various 
[lacking houses desiring to return to work 
would report at the places designated, the 
men lor each of the houses being given a 
separate location. 
On the strike being 
ended the manager of each house will re­ 
port at the place designated, and with the 
assistance of their foremen, select from the 
line of strikers such as they desired to 
have come to work on th at or any other 
day. giving to each man a l-ass with the 
firm’s nam e stamped upon it. which pass 
will adm it him within the m ilitia picket 
line. 
A lter having selected all them en 
desired the managers wi]l request the bal­ 
ance to return home and report again at 
the same place on any day ¡bat m ay be 
nam ed by the manager. 
After this bad 
been posted in public, other manifestoes 
on wrapping paper appeared, advising Ihe 
strikers to remain out. The foremen of tbe 
houses made some of their selections dur­ 
ing tbe afternoon, and issued pusses to 
choice mechanics, those having families 
being the most favored. 
There is general anticipation of a great 
deal of trouble to-morrow and for several 
weeks to come. 


AGAIN TBE STRIKERS LOSE. 
ConoES (N. Y.), November 14th—The 
K nit Goods lockout is broker, and ' n Mon­ 
day one-third of the knitting m ills in the 
city will start, after a shutdow n of lour 
weeks. 
Some of the m ill owners, when 
called upon by the Executive Board of the 
local District Assembly of 
K nights of 
l.abor. said they were not in a shape to 
open their m ills ior a few weeks. 
Seven 
m ill owners, when asked by members of 
tbe Board whether, in tbe event of the 
employes consenting to return to work, 
they would l>e assigned to tlieir former 
positions and not he discriminated againsi, 
rpplied favorably, and Chairm an Keogh, of 
the Board, issued a notice recommending 
the employes to return to work.

First—T he formation of trades unions 
and arrangem ent of trades unions move­ 
m ent in America. 
Second—The organization of trades as­ 
semblies, trades conneils o r central labor 
unions in every city in America, and the 
further encouragement ttf such bodies. 
T hird—The founding of State Trades 
Assemblies, or State Labor Congresses, to 
influence State legislation in the interest of 
the working masses. 
Fourth—The establish men t of National 
and International Trades Unions, based 
upon a strict recognition of the autonom y 
of each trade, and the promotion and ad­ 
vancement of such bodies. 
Fifth—An 
American 
Federation, 
or 
alliance of all National and International 
Trades Unions, to aid and assist each 
other; and furtherm ore, to secure national 
legislation in the interest of the working­ 
men. and infiuence public opinion by 
peaceful and legal m ethods in favor of 
organized labor. 
Sixth—To aid and encourage the Labor 
press of America, and to disseminate tracts 
and literature on the Labor movement. 
At this Convention the basis of repre­ 
sentation will b e ; From National or In ­ 
ternational Unions of less than 4,IX» or 
more, two delegates; 8,069 or more, three 
delegates; 12,000or more, four delegates ; 
32,000 or more, five delegates, and so on. 
Front each local trades union not having a 
National or International Union, one dele­ 
gate; but no trades union shall be entitled 
to representation that has not been organ­ 
ized tnree m onths prior to the session o! 
this Convention. 
P. J. McGuire, of the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters, the Secretary, 
signs the Circular, with President W eike, of 
the Amalgamated Association ; H. F. Fitz­ 
patrick, of the Iron Moulders’ Union ; A. 
Strasser, of the Cigarmakers’ Union, and 
Chris Evans, of the Miners' Association. 
It is expected that tbe gathering will be 
productive of great results for labor organ­ 
izations. 
T lie I-aw ’s D elay. 
Chicago, November 14th.—A letter re­ 
ceived from Colonel R. G. Ingersoll says 
that he had not time to connect him self in 
any way with tbe case of the Anarchists, 
and therefore would have nothing w hat­ 
ever to do with it. The certificate of the 
evidence and the bill of exceptions have at 
last been signed, filed and put on record in 
the oiiicc of the Clerk of the Criminal 
Court. To-morrow the paper (or bale of 
paper) will be sent to the Supreme Court. 
The delense will then proceed to reach the 
ear of any member of the Supreme Bench, 
as the Court is not now in session, and 
from hint endeavor to secure a supersedas 
to restrain the execution of the sentence. 
A t tbe March term of the Supreme Court 
the case will be called for consideration. 
T hus the condemned men are respited for 
m any m onths. Some think the sunersedas 
may not be granted, a contingency which 
is, however, not to be reasonably antici­ 
pated.

Soon after this, Colonel .W aring wit­ 
nessed the m orning dressing of the earth- 
treated wounds of seven patients, all bad 
cases and yet doing uncomm only well. 
The seventh case was an entire breast re­ 
moved for cancer, and the wound dressed 
w ith dry earth. 
It was healing rapidly, 
there was no inflammation and no suppu­ 
ration. 
Ot the dry-earth treatm ent of small-pox, 
Dr. Thomas M. Logan, lat'e physician to the 
smal!-pox 
hospital, Sacramento, 
sa y s;

Slitting; the l>ark ot Tree?» 
It frequently happens that through some 
injury the bark of trees becomes diseased, 
and toughens so that it fails to expand as 
growth goes on. " This.” says a writer, 
" is what gardeners call hide-bound. A l­ 
though m any trees a re affected in this way, 
the pear suffers m ere than any other. 
W hen let alone a tree so diseased in its 
bark does not thrive; there :s but little 
growth made, and what is, is of stunted 
growth. 
Fortunately tbe eilm tnt is but 
local, and the remedy very easily applied. 
A slitting ol the bark is sufficient. 
W ith 
a sharp knife make cuts in the bark lon­ 
gitudinally and close together the full 
length o f the toughened btrk. As the 
bark is very tough the knife has to be 
pressed hard to cut through it. The good 
effect of this treatm ent is very 9oon appa­ 
rent. The bark can almost be seen to ex­ 
pand. and in a very short time now, healthy 
bark can be seen pushing aside the old 
bark, aud the tree at once seems to take 
new life. 
In a few years such a tree will 
have so far outgrown its tem porary defect 
that no one could tell that it had been 
through the slitting process. Some p lant­ 
ers of experience assert thai it forms bark 
quicker than when in a healthy state, and, 
acting on this when they have a tree with 
a crooked stem, they slit the hark on the 
inner side ot the crook, so that, the growth 
of the bark being snore ranid there, the tree 
in tim e becomes straight.” 


S a l t W o rk s a t S a n F r a n c is c o .—The 
San Francisco bay salt fi Ids are stretched 
out alcng the bay for a distance ot neatly 
twenty miles, 
reaching from 
a point 
opposite Russell Station 
southward 
to 
Newark. About twenty different individ­ 
uals and companies are engaged in the salt 
industry of the district. 
I'n iil about ten 
years ago, Liverpool salt was used entirely 
in this city by batchers, hut now the native 
product is considered much superior. The 
second-class grades are used as stock salt, 
ami the poorest for tailing hides. W hen 
h c 'f ground it makes excellent salt fjr [ire- 
serving fish, and the finest qualities of 
dairy and table salt arc mude by repeated 
grindings in the mills in the city. The 
average annual >icld for the past five years 
of the Eden district has been 35,000 tons, 
all of which is m arke'ed in this city. Ttie 
crop this year is small, tiwing to the late 
rains and low tides. The salt season usu­ 
ally begins in June and lasts until the 
w inter rains set in.—.1/ ,log- and Scientific 
I ' r c s s .

TO-DAY’S CONVENTION. 


T he Convention of fruit-growers, to be 
held in this city to-day, is one of great im­ 
portance. 
It meets, fortunately, at a time 
when there is no need for liasty delibera- 
titm. 
The season is favorable to extended 
and full discussion, and calm and well- 
m atured conclusions. The chief question of 
importance, we take it, will he the consider­ 
ation oí the best methods of m arketing our 
fruits abroad. 
On this subject new light 
has recently been thrown by investigation 
a t the East hv a citizen of Sacramento, 
Into the methods employed by the M ed­ 
iterranean growers to land their fruits in 
th e A tlantic American markets, and there 
dispose of them with certainty and profit. 
T h e system by them adopted is th at of an 
auction trade-sale, by catalogue, for first 
an d following choices. 
T his method has 
long been in vogue at the East, and has, in 
practice, m et all the theoretical objections 
raised to it. 
It should have full, fair and 
deliberate consideration by the Convention, 
and lie neither adopted nor rejected with 
any liaste. 
F ru it production in California 
prom ises to be thechiefest of industries; 
in 
its path 
are 
at present but two 
difficulties; 
these 
are 
embraced 
in 
th e 
questions 
of 
certain 
and 
quick 
m arketing, and the question of speedy and 
low-rated transportation. 
T he first once 
secured, we believe the second will adjust 
itself to the need w ithout any friction or 
delay. 
The disposition of the carriers has 
been, and is, to foster fruit production as 
far as is possible, without incurring more 
th an a due share of rhik. 
The one thing 
to do is to popularize our fruits at the 
E ast, and to secure their early and broad 
introduction among the m illions of con­ 
sum ers on th at side. 
T his can only be 
done, it is believed, by some new system of 
m arketing on arrival. 
F or the personal 
consignment and commission plan, th at of 
th e M editerranean growers has been sug­ 
gested. 
Should the Convention determine 
th at to be the better plan, it should not 
hesitate to take tlie initial steps to intro­ 
duce it. 
T hat done, the question of rapid 
and cheap transportation, already in large 
p art settled, will be speedily determined 
and secured. 
Certainly the interests of 
producers and carriers in this, as in all 
else, are m utual. 
W e look for especial 
good results from tliis. consultation to begin 
to-day. 
The interchange of views and 
testim onies must develop the truth. Busi­ 
ness men moved by a common interest and 
actuated by a living spirit of enterprise, do 
not take counsel of each other w ithout 
benefiting. 
As they are profited so is the 
State. 


T H E SAN FRANCISCO DEMONSTRATION. 


T h e attem pted riot in San Francisc 
Saturday night proved anew the strength 
o f determ ined and cool resistance on the 
p art of constituted autiioritv. T he }>eople, 
though sometimes moved to violence by 
th e heat of passion or the m agnitude and 
atrociousness of crime, rarely lose sight of 
th e fact that the officers of the law who 
oppose them are their officers, wiio recog­ 
nize no ruler other than the people them - 
•selves in th eir calm moods, and are not the 
representatives of a ruling ulass. 
The 
demonstration can scarcely he called a riot ; 
at Lest, it was incipient; the threat of pos­ 
sible rioting was an expression of popular 
disfavor of the law’s delays, and which, 
w ithout question, is more tender of the 
lives and liberties of those resting under 
th e charge of crime than of the right of 
society to be protected from the men who 
prey upon it. 
But these spasmodic pro­ 
tests have frequently been entered without 
producing any apparent reforms. 
W hat­ 
ev er should be done in the m atter of mak­ 
ing punishm ent for crime more speedy and 
certain, m ust be done by the people in 
th e ir representative cafMuaty as la w-makere. 
I f delays arc to be avoided, the remedy for 
them is a t the command of the law-making 
power, 
sim plification of procedure will 
contribute to this end. 
A distinguished 
ju ris t of this city, w riting in the Overland 
Jlf r.Jhlii, some time ago, expressed the be­ 
lie f th a t the granting of new trials m ight 
be largely avoided by having the full case 
sent up to the appellate Court, with direc­ 
tio n to reuder the proper judgm ent, in­ 
stead of sending the case back to the Court 
Iteíów upon a single exception or error 
Found, for rectification. 
O ther remedies 
for the law’s delays were suggested in th at 
m onograph, and upon which we commented 
a t the tim e at some length. Certainly, the 
popular belief th at Goldenson will not be 
tried without wearisome delay, was the 
m oving cause of the dem onstration in San 
F rancisca 
If the public felt the assurance 
th a t the cases of prisoners would not out- 
Jiv e the witnesses and the public memory, 
Tvc would be in no danger from such riot­ 
ous threats. 
W e believe th at it is w ithin 
th e reasonable powers of the Legislature 
to institute reforms in this respect, and 
th a t the need does not exist for constitu­ 
tional revolution to effect the desired end. 


So m e objections are raised to th e p ro ­ 
posal to have th e m unicipal treasu rv con­ 
tribute to the permanent exhibition to be 


established here in the interest of the im­ 
migration movement. The objectors do not 
oppose the end sought to be 
reached. 
They object only to a special tax, no m at­ 
ter how small. 
W hen asked how the sum 
should be raised, they reply, “Let the m er­ 
chants who are to be benefited contribute 
it.” Now here is gross misconception. The 
truth is, the local im m igration work has 
mainly been supported by the business 
men of Sacramento for three years. 
Many 
of them have for all th at tim e contributed 
regular m onthly sums. In addition, for the 
late Citrus F air they supplied the money 
and the many prizes, and will do so for 
th at to be held in December. 
They are 
regularly and constantly called upon to 
contribute to various public enterprises, 
charities, etc. 
And we venture the asser­ 
tion th at no class of people anywhere are 
more liberal. The disposition among these 
business men is to cease giving entirely if 
the people condemn the exhibition plan. 
They say th at they are no more concerned 
ing stocks of goods. 
T hat they support, 
than citizens not keeping shops, or not hav- 
and will continue to support the Im m igra­ 
tion Association, but th at it is no more 
than fair th at the whole people should pro­ 
vide the sum needed to found and m ain­ 
tain the perm anent exhibition, since all 
all the people are to be benefited, and that 
by the special tax only can non-resident 
projierty-owners be brought to contribute 
to a work th at is to benefit them . 
W e re­ 
port the situation precisely as it is devel- 
oj>ed to us. T here ought to be, mijst be no 
contention about this m atter. 
Given, the 
location w ithin the vicinity of Sacramento 
in the next two or three years of several 
hundreds or thousands of families, well-to- 
do, industrious and occupying now un­ 
filled lands. 
The result would be to in ­ 
crease consumption, enhance values, aug­ 
ment trade. W ith these three things must 
come stim ulation of industries, augmented 
population, lessened taxation. 
T hat has 
been the result in all the southern section. 
Southern California has added 30,000 peo­ 
ple to her population w ithin the compass 
of the last seven y e ars; more than half 
th at addition has been made w ithin the 
last three year?, and it is all due to the in­ 
vestments of the people in advertising the 
section, receiving home-seekers and locat­ 
ing them . 
The result has been to quad­ 
ruple values and to make the southern 
section 
marvelously 
prosperous, 
w ith 
money plenty, workers of all kinds in de­ 
mand, taxation reduced, investments being 
made with unprecedented liberality, and 
general activity, life and prosperity m ani­ 
fest. 
W e have better land, a better 
climate, greater possibilities, and more 
stable foundation for a highly prosperous 
section. 
W e have been resting on our 
oars for years. 
I t is tim e now to pull to­ 
gether. The tide of imm igration is setting 
this w ay; Sacramento is already the dis­ 
tributing point. 
Commercial and indus­ 
trial centers are now to be irrevocably 
fixed. 
It is simply a question w hether 
we shall let slip our opportunity or em­ 
brace it— invest a penny to win a pound, 
or save the cent and lose the dollar. 


M b. S urito gave 15,000 young trees to 
the Gram m ar School pupils of San F ran ­ 
cisco, to be potted, cared for for two 
months and then planted on Arbor Day, 
now near at hand. 
But no effort has been 
made in that direction in the interior. 
Certainly some of our rich men can afford 
to w rite themselves benefactors by organ­ 
izing to secure a fair sum for a like pur­ 
pose in the interior counties. 
It is not too 
late to do considerable work to th at end. 
California needs the stim ulation of the 
spirit th at makes Arbor Day in several 
States at the East so im portant a festival 
day. 
W e have before us the report of the 
New Y ork Forestry Commission. 
That 
body, after deliberate and long inquiry, 
concludes th at these Arbor Days are of the 
highest importance, and urges th eir intro­ 
duction into the policy of every State. 
The beginning this year is the result of 
individual philanthropic effort, and all 
the more commendable for th a t reason. 
N ext year it should be supplemented by 
State aid and recognition. 
B ut for the 
present let us make all we can of the be" 
ginning. 
The New York Board advises 
th at the tree planting day should take on 
the form of a celebration. 
There should 
be some ceremony connected w ith it. The 
reason for this is obvious. 
W hy cannot 
we of the interior, in the chief towns at 
least, on th at day assemble and listen to 
addresses upon arboriculture, and learn 
from the researches and experiences of 
others? 
W hy not make the subject the 
chief topic for the school children on th at 
day, as is to be done in San Francisco? 
The inqiortnnee of it, we apprehend, is not 
fully felt by our peoplp. 
They need, no­ 
tably the rising generation, to be popu­ 
larly taught of its high value and the in ti­ 
m ate relation it has to the prosperity of 
the State, and the happiness and economy 
of the oncoming generation. 
Some one 
should move in the m atter at once for the 
interior; some one in each of the interior 
cities and towns ought to take the initia­ 
tive. 


A n overgrown bruiser from the East 
was perm itted, for an admission fee, to 
pummel another less favorably developed 
bruiser in San Francisco Saturday night, 
until the weaker man fell bleeding, bruised 
and senseless to the floor. 
And over this 
heroic achievem ent a few thousand people 
yelled themselves hoarse and called it 
“ sport.” 
So it was, of the same order as 
th at of the bull-ring and cockpit.

THE MURDERED CHILD, 


Scenes a t th e F u n e ra l of th e L ate M am ie 
K elly. 
Mamie Kelly, the 14 year-old child who 
was m urdered by Alex. Goldenson in San 
Francisco on Thursday last, was buried on 
Saturday. The Chronicle says : 
The relatives o í the deceased girl were 
prostrated w ith grief, and the scene was 
oue which is hardly dtscribable. 
The 
aged grandfather and grandm other sobbed 
and wept and prayed, and even the hardest 
hearted person could not but help share 
thc-ir grief. Six young men from toe John 
Swett Gram m ar School acted as pall-bear- 
ers. The Principal or the sohool, Albert 
I.vser, was in charge of the boys. 
Each of 
them wore a icarf of w hite carps tied upon 
the arm w ith white satin ribbon. 
The little one lying in her coffin ap­ 
peared as a child of 9 or 10 y ears of age. 
The upper part of the rem ains only was 
visible in the rosewood casket. The body 


was dressed in sim ple white with satin 
rosettes. The wound made by the assassin's 
bullet was covered with white cloth. The 
hands were clasped over her breast. The 
hair was neatly dressed, and the appear­ 
ance of the child was such that no one 
could doubt her innocence and purity. 
Two express wagons were necessary to 
carry the floral tributes. 
M any of the de­ 
signs were original and artistic, and the 
display in this respect was really rem ark­ 
able. Tenth street in front of St7 Joseph's 
Church was crowded. The sidewalks and 
basalt block pavem ent were packed with 
people. There were 100 women there to 
every man. The church was so ciowded 
that few of those who came from the 
house could gain admittance. 
The children in the class of Miss Nellie 
Armstrong, to which M amie Kellv 
be­ 
longed, attended the funeral in a ’ body. 
The police had no easy tim e to preserve or­ 
der. 
Not a single man attempted to enter 
the church. Tbe sidewalk opposite the 
building was crowded w ith men, but it ap­ 
peared to be generally understood that 
women only should be allowed to enter the 
building. 
H igh mass was celebrated by Rev. Father 
P. Scanlan. The subject of the sermon was 
the desire of the relatives and friends of the 
deceased for the prayers of tbe congrega­ 
tion for the soul of the dead child. 
After the celebration of tbe mass tbe 
casket was carried out and the procession 
wended its way to Calvary Cemetery. There 
was no dem onstration further than the grief 
shown by the hundreds who attended the 
funeral. 


Cat’ahlDg B ragg. 
Judge H arrison, U nited States District 
A ttorney for the M iddle District of Ten­ 
nessee, bas a good story of a visit to Abra­ 
ham Lincoln, which he describes as fol­ 
lows : 
I called on the Attorney-General, 
who was satisfied with my course, but ad­ 
vised me to see Mr. Lincoln, and gave me 
a note of introduction to him . 
I called on 
the President, who, in his greeting, dis­ 
played so much old-fashioned frankness of 
m anner that I felt in a m om ent that I had 
known him all m y life. H e was too busy 
at that time to take up the Nashville m at­ 
ter, and requested me to call at the Soldiers' 
Hom e at 7 o'clock. 
I called, and found 
Mr. Lincoln on the porch w ith his son, 
Thad, then a sm all bey. Once seated, I 
went directly to the subject. I said there 
were a large num ber of prom inent Confed­ 
erates under indictm ent at Nasbville.some 
of whom could 
be 
arrested. 
“ B ut,” 
I said, “ Mr. President, I have always re­ 
garded the Act of Congress of July 13,1802, 
providing for the Dunishm ent ot men en­ 
gaged in the rebellion or against theU nited 
States, as having been passed sim ply to be 
held in terrorem over those men, and in­ 
duce them to return to their allegiance ; 
and if the Government convicts and exe­ 
cutes one of them, the Confederate Govern­ 
ment, which bas an army, will retaliate by 
executing some Union m an.” H e asked 
what prom inent m en were indicted. I 
mentioned, among others, General Brax­ 
ton Bragg, who was then at Tullahom a at 
the head of a force of 50,000 m en. He said 
to me ; “ D on't proceed against those men 
■until you are so instructed by the Attor­ 
ney-General. 
Go hom e and pursue the 
course you have, and I will sustain you. 
Tell Geueral Thomas from m e to furnish 
the United States M arshal a sqnad, and let 
him go out and capture Bragg and we’ll 
try him first '."— Grand Army Sentinel. 


Im p ressio n s of New Y ork. 
Bartholdi will of course be deeply im ­ 
pressed with the wealth and commercial 
importance of New York, and perhaps the 
greatest point of surprise will be in the 
am ount of our taxes and the valuation of 
our real estate. 
New York pays this year 
a tax of $32,451,550 15, which is more than 
twice as m uch as Jefferson paid France for 
Louisiana. The tax is levied cbietly on 
real estate, which is assessed at more than 
twelve hundred millions. The Lenox es­ 
tate pays this year $150.000, and the Astors 
$500,000, while the W illiam H . Vanderbilt 
estate pays a still heavier am ount. The 
way in which some of the highest order of 
dwellings are taxed may be inferred from 
the fact that the A. T. Stewart palace pays 
a tax of $13,000, and the V anderbilt is rated 
still higher. 
It is doubtful w hether these 
figures can be equalled in Paris. 
Our pris­ 
ons and alm shouse (with the hospital) cost 
$5,000 a day. 
It takes $3 000 a dav to keep 
up the public parks, including interest on 
the investm ent. The fire departm ent costs 
nearly $5,000 a day. The judiciary (that is, 
the Judges’ salaries and all Court expenses) 
are more than $4,000 a day. Advertising, 
printing and blank books cost more than 
$3,000 a day. Our election expenses alone 
are nearly a quarter m illion, and then 
there is the college of the city of New York, 
which costs $129,000 a year. H ere boys 
are taught Latin and Greek at public ex­ 
pense, while other public schools are de­ 
ficient in num bers and accommodations. 
The tax for general education is more than 
$10,000 a day, and then the expenses of the 
tax office alone are more than $109,000 a 
year. 
New Yorkers certainlv ought to 
have the credit of patience in bearing m u­ 
nicipal burdens.—Cor. Independent States- 


How to E levate the Stage. 
There is a most im portant lesson that the 
American public m ust learn if it would 
seek to increase tbe moral tone of the stage. 
It cannot be done by sermon, address or 
essay, but by hard, practical example. 
W hen a foreign actress arrives on our 
shores depending upon tbe meretricious 
aid of an indecent notoriety to secure her 
large audiences, let press anil public rigidly 
ignore her. 
W hen we shall learn this all- 
im portant lesson, and demonstrate pub­ 
licly that we have learned it, there will be 
an end to such spectacles as that witnessed 
during the past m onth. The nrgumcnt 
will at once be advanced by m any in this 
connection that we have no right to con­ 
sider the private life of an actor. Perhaps 
not. But likewise has an actor no right to 
flaunt his or her imm oralities before the 
public as a basis for public patronage. 
There are certain rights that the public en­ 
joys, and these every one, he he or she a rt­ 
ist or artisan, is bound to respect. To decry 
the im purity of the men and women of the 
dram a when we ourselves foster it by our 
presence at tiie theaters where they per­ 
form is ridiculous. America can tru th ­ 
fully boast and feel proud of its many ac­ 
tors who, by their moral purity and dra­ 
matic superiority, have lent beauty to dra­ 
matic art. 
W hy, then, will so m any sit 
and worship at the feet of dramatic im m o­ 
rality? The purity and elevation of the 
stage is in the hands of the public itself, 
and ¡hat class of actors and performances 
will l>e most successful to which we lend 
our presence and patronage. — Brooklyn 
Magazine. 


T it:: N e w P r e c io u s S t o n e —The Savan­ 
nah iVnc.t give- the following account of the 
new precious stone, hiddenite: 
Earl H id­ 
den while carrying on a search for plati­ 
num through tbe Southern States, under 
tbe patronage of Thom as A. Edison, came 
across in Alcxander¡eonnty. a few pieces of 
hronze, which in their edges showed- a 
tinge of color which verged distinctly on 
that of the emerald. Being an expert m in­ 
eralogist he came to the conclusion that a 
region which could produce bronze having 
a slight tint of the true emerald color ought 
to furnish the pure emerald itself. A vein 
was subsequently found at a depth of eight 
feet below the surface in which he not only 
found the true emerald, but w ith it many 
slender crystals having emerald color but 
differing front that gem in nearly every 
other respect. It was to these slender crys­ 
tals that tbe nam e hiddenite was applied. 
It is to-day the rarest among the precious 
stones, and has not yet been discovered in 
any other place. The largest one found 
thus far was three inches long, weighed 
one-half ounce, and was cut into gems val­ 
ued at more than $1,000. 
Besides the hid­ 
denite and the emerald these mines pro­ 
duce num erous specimens of aqua-tnarines. 
yellow spodutuene, citrine and smoky to­ 
paz, ratine garnets and peculiarly beautiful 
quartz crystal. 
From the same m ine next 
to the largest emerald in the world was 
quarried.

O r a n g e a n d L em o n Culture.—A lady 
horticulturist, 
Mrs. 
S. 
S. Spence, of 
Butte county, writing to the Oroville Regis­ 
ter, says : “ It may not be generally known 
that the orange and lem cn can be grown 
from cuttings with very little trouble, yet 
such is the ea3e. In my orchard are eleven- 
year-old trees from cuttings that have borne 
fruit for two seasons. They aré very thrifty 
and bid fair to become as large as seedling 
trees from which they were taken. 
I pre­ 
fer grafted to seedling trees. The former 
attain larger size and the fruit is of better 
fla v o r, while tbe latter rem ain small and 
the fruit coarse an I insipid and more sus­ 
ceptible to frost. 
After waiting thirteen or 
fourteen years the irnit on trees grown 
from the seed is oil* it found worthless, but 
fe e s grown from cuttings are true and con­ 
stant, and will bear about four years sooner 
than a seedling. Onttings sboqld betaken 
from good seedling trees, the wood to be of 
about two years' growth. Place them in a 
u u r,erv bv themselves, where water is 
plentiful, and in two years they can be set 
out. where they are to rem ain.”

SULLIVAN vs. RYAN. 


T he B u rly “ T ro ja n ” K n o ck ed O ut by 
th e B oston Y outh. 
The long-looked-for 
struggle between 
John L. Sullivan and Paddy Rvan—the 
m an whom Snllivan defeated in the ring a 
few years ago for the cham pionship—took 
place in San Francisco on Saturday before 
an audience of some 9,000 or 10,000 per­ 
sons. The following is the Call's account 
of the m atch : 
It was some few m inutes after 11 o’clock 
when Paddy Ryan shouldered his way 
through the dense throng and managed to 
reach the ropes. H e looked the picture of 
health and condition. Tbe champion fol­ 
lowed Ryan into the ring almost im m edi­ 
ately, a cheer which seemed to shake the 
building announcing to a waiting world 
that tbe great m an had shown up at last. 
Sullivan went up to the southwest corner of 
the ring and sat down. 
H e was the im ­ 
mediate recipient of countless attentions 
from his seconds. Sullivan did not look in 
anything like as good condition as Ryan. 
H is face was quite pale, and he looked 
fleshy and rather untrained. Sullivan evi­ 
dently had been dining on rather salty pro­ 
vender, as he kept on drinking water from 
the time he entered the ring till time was 
called. Tbe weight of the m en, as given 
by the management, was: Sullivan, 215 
pounds ; Ryan, 210 pounds. 
Manager Sheedy stated that H iram Cooke 
liad been accepted by both men to act as 
referee, w ith Dan M urphy to hold the 
watch for Sullivan and George Sm ith for 
Ryan. 
He stated the rules under which 
the fight was to be conducted. 
All the necessary arrangements having 
been consummated, the referee called time 
at 11:18 o’clock, and the men advanced to 
the center, principals and seconds shook 
hands, and the contestants put up their 
hands and commenced the battle. 
Both 
men were cautious for a few seconds, feint­ 
ing and feeling for an opening. Ryan led 
out with his right, following with his left, 
both being easily stopped by Sullivan. 
Ryan then closed in and both men com­ 
menced slogging, but as it was all half-arm 
fighting at short range no damage ensued. 
They clinched and were ordered to break 
by the referee. Ryan kept leading oft at 
Sullivan, but failed to get a blow in. The 
men clinched and 
were broken away. 
Ryan continued rushing at Sullivan, who 
kept looking for an opening to swing his 
right but had no opportunity to do so. Sulli­ 
van was quite cool and easy, but looked 
toward the end of the round very savage, 
and kept stopping R yan’s blows. 
Both 
clinched at the ropes and exchanged some 
sharp short-range blows, but without doing 
any damage ol note. Tim e was called and 
tbe men went to their corners, Ryan in 
good order and looking quite confident, 
while Sullivan was puffing somewhat and 
getting paler in the face. 
In the second round the men soon got to 
work, Ryan landing his right somewhat 
heavily on Sullivan’s neck. This seemed 
to rouse Sullivan, who rushed at Ryan, and 
after some sharp exchanges Sullivan got in 
his right and knocked Ryan down. 
Ryan 
jum ped up at once and rushed in at Sulli­ 
van, who m et him and heavy slogging took 
place. Sullivan knocked Ryan down with 
his left, drawing blood from Ryan ’ 3 mouth, 
Gn rising Ryan fell or threw him self at 
Sullivan and clinched him around the 
neck. 
On the break-away Sullivan bad 
tbe best of the exchanges which followed, 
and Ryan dropped his left-hand glove. 
W hen the glove was fixed Sullivan rushed 
at Ryan, who began to get rattled, and 
slugged him heavily, driving him to the 
ropes, where both clinched. 
W hen they 
got apart Ryan rushed in again and was 
sent to the floor by a heavy right and left 
from Sullivan, both landing on Ryan’s 
neck. Ryan was very shaky, and when 
tim e was called Ryan was a beaten m an. 
The third and last round was entirely 
one-sided. Sullivan slugged Ryan w ith his 
left on the neck. 
Ryati pluckily stood up 
to the battle, but was sent down by a heavy 
right-hander on the neck. H e struggled up 
again, but was caught on the same place by 
Sullivan’s right, and down went Ityan, u n ­ 
able to get up to the c d l of time. The ref­ 
eree then declared tbe fight in favor of 
Sullivan, who at once lifted Ryan up and 
carried the defeated man to bis corner, 
where his seconds and those of Sullivan, 
as well as the champion, busied themselves 
to restore him . 
At the conclusion of the fight everybody 
shook hand with the champion, seconds, 
referees and police officers, and declared it 
a “square fight,” pronounced Rvan a game 
man, and at once bent their energies to 
struggle through the crowd and catch a 
car. 
The sum taken in at the door was esti­ 
m ated at between $10,000 and $10,500.

Placervillc is the happy possessor of two 
happy Sams. Their surnam es are Alden 
and Hale. Both these Sams are ardent Re­ 
publicans, 
and 
though 
considerably 
“ knocked out” by tbe result of the late 
election, are still in the ring. 
W hen Tar- 
pey came this way (and lie did come this 
way, so did Campbell, candidate for Con­ 
gress, and both lost votes by their visit) 
the Democracy had an immense banner 
stretched across Main street, upon which 
was printed in letters of gold, “ Welcome, 
Tarpey.” The day alter the election the 
two Sams were informed by telegraph that 
Swift and W aterman were elected. One of 
the Sams keeps a drug-store, and also keeps 
in the back room of his “ herb-shop” a 
barrel of cherry bounce made by himself, 
and only tapped 
011 extraordinary occa­ 
sions. 
The bung was knocked out of the 
“ bar'l,” and while imbibing this decoction 
of Kentucky straight, and the succulent 
cherries that are only grown in 
this 
section, they resolved on dire revenge. 
They ordered a banner of gigantic pro­ 
portions, and had printed thereon, in let­ 
ters of biack, “ Good-by, Tarpey”—and it 
was to be suspended across the street at 
tbe same place as was that hung out by 
tbe Democracy. Some renegarle Demo­ 
crats were let into the secret. Just as the 
rope attachm ents were made, and the ban­ 
ner ready to be flung to the breeze, Stewart, 
the telegraph operator, rushed upon the 
scene, telegram in hand, shouting : “ Stay, 
Sam ; there is some m istake about this 
whole business. Tarpey is elected.” The 
banner was hustled inside, and the exult­ 
ant Sams hied themselves to their homes 
to meditate. Tiie whole thing leaked out, 
and the Democracy, hearing of it, guyed 
the two Samuels, and demanded “ that 
banner,” until they hied themselves to the 
chaparral for a quail hunt, in order to es­ 
cape their tormentors. 
In d u e time, how­ 
ever, the news came that Tarpey was de­ 
feated, and now the banner does duty on 
Main street, and as it swings to and fro, 
wafted by the breeze that coiues up Hang- 
town creek, it is guarded by the two Sam­ 
uels, who proudly protect it from the at­ 
tacks of the editors of the Democrat and 
Observer. and boastingly say : “ We told you 
so. Good-by, Tarpey.”

A d o b e L a n d s.—W hile the adobe lands of 
B utte county are recognized as the strong­ 
est and most enduring lands for wheat- 
growing, there is m uch doubt expressed by 
men who should be better informed as to 
w hether these lands are adapted to the 
growth of any other rem unerative crops. 
W e say to those who entertain any doubt 
upon the subject, and we speak from per­ 
sonal knowledge, that the adobe lands of 
of Butte county, with any decent cultiva­ 
tion, will grow everything that is grown in 
any part of the State—except citrus fruit— 
and this, too, w ithout irrigation. 
W e can 
show as tine a growth of standard fruit 
trees and grapevines on the adobe lands in 
the northern end of Butte county as can be 
shown anywhere in California ; yet tbe 
adobe land-owners in Ham ilton township 
have settled down to tbe conclusion that 
these lands are adapted to wheat-raising 
alone, and they have settled down to that 
conclusion without any attem pt, by actual 
experiment, to determ ine its truth or fal­ 
lacy. 
We make the assertion, without fear 
of successful contradiction, that any first- 
class wheat lands in Butte county, where 
that crop can be raised successfully w ith­ 
out irrigation, will raise all the standard 
fruits, vines and berries adapted to the cli­ 
m ate of California.— Biggs Argus. 


P lant Chestnut T rf.es.—W e would sug­ 
gest to those who live in Shasta and 
Teham a counties, that they 3et out some 
chestnut trees, tor there is no question that 
they will thrive here and m ature tbe finest 
quality of fiuit. There a rea few thrifty, two- 
year-old trees on M r .¡Hays’ ranch a few miles 
west of town and on the south side of the 
creek, that have made extraordinary growth 
w ithout cultivation, irrigation or attention 
of any kind. 
Neither tfre they in a pro­ 
tected or extra good location—there are 
thousands of acres in this vicinity that are 
equally well adapted for the chestnut. Mr. 
Ogburn, whose ranch is about fifteen miles 
east of here, on Bear creek, sent us in a 
fine sam ple of the American variety last 
week that we regard as a superior quality. 
W e cannot speak with assurance as to what 
variety would succeed best in our soils and 
location, for there isn’t sufficient data from 
which to formulate a judgment, but were, 
we planting a grove fur the nuts only we 
should select the American or the Horse 
varieties. 
If we took into consideration 
the element of ornam ent we should choose 
the Spanish, for it is not only a prolific 
bearer, but soon develops into a fine shade 
tree.—Shasta Index. 


F r u it - G r o w in g 
a t 
O r o v i l l e .—G. W. 
Harney, Secretary of the Oroville Citrus 
Association, informs us that they now have 
some 3,4ij0 trees growing on twenty-nine 
acres. The trees have been placed about 
twenty feet apart, and num ber 120 to the 
acre. They include 2-10 seedlings, 2,080 
W ashington Navel, 25 Malta Blood, 25 St. 
Michael and 25 M editerranean Sweets, all 
Riverside stock. Forty of their W ashing­ 
ton Navel trees were budded from the orig­ 
inal tree that was sent out by the Govern­ 
ment. 
The Association also has 2,300 
seedlings about two years old, which will 
be ready to set in the grove season after 
next, and expects shortly to be able to sup­ 
ply the neighborhood with good stock. Mr. 
Wilcox, agent of the California Northern 
Railroad at the same point, has fruited ap­ 
ples. pears, quinces, peaches, plums, apri­ 
cots. nectarines, cherries, grapes, gooseber­ 
ries, currants, blackberries, strawberries, 
raspberries, figs, pomegranates, 
persim ­ 
mons, loquats, guavas, oranges, lemons, 
limes, almonds, chestnuts and walnuts, and 
has growing young plants of the banana, 
cheriruoya, alligator pear, sapodilia and 
pawpaw.

“ The absence of anything decent 
in new ‘ States’ causes a fair demand tor 
Pacific coasters, the ruling prices on which 
are 13 to IS cents for old, and 30 to 32 cents 
for new. By the way, we would suggest to 
our friends on the Pacific coast that we 
think it about time they ‘ let up’ on brag­ 
ging and giving exaggerated reports of the 
yielding capacity of their hop-yards, anti 
the quality of their hops. The story of 
1,500 to 2,000 pounds to the acre is getting 
very threadbare and chestnuty. We all 
know what the P. C. can do, and no doHbt 
the reports from there make some of our 
Slate growers feel -discouraged; yet they 
will not all go out of business just to please 
their Western competitors. In fact, we 
think our Eastern growers have more cause 
to fear competition from Germany than 
from any other source, though it is yet an 
unsettled question as to whether our brew­ 
ers will take kindly to German bops and 
use them in preference to States and Pa­ 
cifies. This, however, will all be settled in 
due time. But, when we come right down 
to business, there is no denying the fact 
that a choice New York State hop meets 
the views of our brewers better than any­ 
thing ever grown on the Pacific coast or in 
any lorcign country, and, with a favorable 
growing season and no insect pests, as good 
hops as have ever been grown in central 
New York can be produced again.”
